(BAT)  to  supplement  its  Current  Awareness  Literature  Search  Service  to  USDA 
agricultural  scientists  and  researchers.  This  service  aims  to  improve  the 
nationwide  effectiveness  of  research  and  teaching  in  the  food  and 
agricultural  sciences  through  the  continuing  development,  maintenance,  and 
coordination  of  comprehensive  technical  information  and  library  systems  for 
these  sciences  and  related  USDA  needs. 

BAT,  the  machine-readable  version  of  the  full  English-language  text  of  the 
abstracts  appearing  in  BIOLOGICAL  ABSTRACTS  (BA),  is  offered  among  a variety 
of  library  and  information  services  available  to  USDA  scientists,  pro- 
fessional personnel,  and  formal  cooperators.  BAT  was  developed  to  complement 
BIOSIS  PREVIEWS  by  providing  textual  support  for  the  bibliographic  and 
indexing  information  given  for  BA  items  in  the  BIOSIS  PREVIEWS  file.  BIOSIS, 
a nonprofit  organization  which  was  founded  in  1926,  is  the  world's  largest 
English-language  indexing  and  abstracting  service  for  biological  and 
biomedical  research.

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CAPITOL  HILL  LEGISLATION 


HOUSING  AND  COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT 

H.  R.  3875  (S.  1149)  (S.  903)  (S.  1064).  Housing  and  Community  Development 
Act  of  1979.  Amends  and  extends  certain  Federal  laws  relating  to  housing, 
community  and  neighborhood  development  and  preservation,  and  related  pro- 
grams. Reported  from  House  Banking,  Finance  and  Urban  Affairs  with 
amendments  May  15,  1979;  (H.  Rept.  96-154).  Considered  June  4,  5,  6,  and 
passed  House  June  7,  1979.  Placed  on  Senate  calendar  June  12,  1979. 

Senate  companion  bills  S.  1149,  S.  903,  and  S.  1064  reported  from  Senate 
Banking,  Housing  and  Urban  Affairs  May  15,  1979;  (H.  Repts.  96-164,  145 , and 
157  respectively).  All  considered  July  12,  1979.  Senate  passed  H.  R.  3875 
after  striking  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  inserting  in  therefor 
provisions  of  S.  903,  1064,  and  1149,  as  amended  July  13,  1979.  House 
appointed  conferees  July  17,  1979.  Senate  appointed  conferees  July  20,  1979. 

MILK  PRICE  SUPPORT 

H.  R.  4167.  Amends  section  201  of  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1949  to  extend 
until  September  30,  1981,  the  requirement  that  the  price  of  milk  be  supported 
at  not  less  than  80  percent  of  the  parity  price  therefor  and  provide 
adjustments  at  the  beginning  of  each  6-month  period  after  the  beginning  of 
the  marketing  year  to  reflect  estimated  changes  in  the  parity  index  during 
such  semiannual  period.  House  Agriculture  Committee  reported  H.  R.  4167 
June  15,  1979.  (H.  Rept.  96-278). 

SUGAR  STABILIZATION  ACT 

/ 

H.  R.  2172.  Sugar  Stabilization  Act  of  1979.  Implements  the  International 
Sugar  Agreement,  1977,  between  the  United  States  and  foreign  countries,  to 
protect  the  welfare  of  sugar  consumers  and  of  those  engaged  in  the  domestic 
sugar  industry.  (Referred  jointly  to  Agriculture  and  Ways  and  Means 
Committees  February  15,  1979).  Reported  from  Agriculture  May  7,  1979;  (H. 
Rept.  96-125,  Pt.  I).  Reported  from  Ways  and  Means,  July  25,  1979;  pt . II. 

FOOD  STAMP  ACT  OF  1977 

P.L.  96-58.  The  1977  Food  Stamp  Act  amendment  increases  the  1979  Authori- 
zation for  Appropriations  from  $6,158,900,000  to  $6,778,900,000.  A Senate 
Amendment  struck  out  all  of  the  House  bill  after  the  enacting  clause  and 
inserted  a substitute  text  containing  several  amendments:  (1)  Provides  an 

excess  medical  expense  deduction  for  households  containing  a member  sixty

years  or  older;  also  eligible  are  households  containing  member(s)  receiving 
SSI  benefits  or  social  security  disability  payments;  eligible  households  may 
deduct  medical  expenses  of  only  elderly  and  disabled  members  and  when  the 
allowed  medical  expenses  are  in  excess  of  $35  a month;  (2)  The  act  makes  the 
excess  medical  expense  deduction  permanent;  (3)  Provides  that  the  provisions 
for  the  excess  medical  expense  deduction  and  removal  of  the  ceiling  on  the 
excess  shelter  expense  deduction  be  effective  January  1,  1980,  with  the 
understanding  that  every  state  should  implement  the  new  medical  ''deduction  and 
remove  the  shelter  deduction  ceiling  as  promptly  as  possible.  Approved 
August  14,  1979.  QS
